Districts were estab- 
lished in various areas under the jurisdiction of the P’yongyang Liaison Station 
to accomodate those assembled for screening. Clothing, food, and other supplies 
were drawn from the HK Army Rear Service Department. Hospitalization was pro- 
vided for those who needed it. After classification, these individuals were 
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dispatched to KLP organizations, to collective far as, or to guerrilla units.
